SKETCH OF HIS CAREER. 
W a s h i n g t o n , March23.—lien. Joseph 
E. .Johnston died shortly after ll o’cl»>ek 
Saturday night at his residence on Con­ 
necticut avenue. The general had been 
suffering for the last three weeks with 
an affection of the heart, aggravated 
by a cold he caught soon after Gen. 
Sherm an’s funeral in New York. 
His 
physician hail been trying to keep his 
strength up for some days, but his ad­ 
vanced age gave little hope for his re­ 
covery from the beginningof his illness. 
Funeral services over the rem ains of 
Gen. Johnston will be held at 
St. 
John's Episcopal church Tuesday m orn­ 
ing at ll o'clock. 
The interm ent will 
be in Green M ount cem etery. B alti­ 
more. 
The honorary pallbearers w ill 
be Senator John T. Morgan, of Ala­ 
bama; 
Senator 
John 
\V. 
Daniel, 
of Virginia; J. L. M. Curry, 
Gen. 
John CK Larker, 
U. 
S. 
A.; 
Gen. 
Charles VY. Field, Gen. H arry Ueth, 
rear adm iral C. R. P. Rodgers, rear ad­ 
m iral W. G. Temple, Gen. II. G. W right, 
Gen. Benjamin XX. Bryce. Col. Archer 
Anderson, of Baltimore; Col. Edwin G. 
Harris, J. C. Bancroft Davis and pay 
director Jam es W atm augh of the navy. 
The active pallbearers will be taken 
from m em bers of the ex-Confederate 
association of this city. 
[Gen. 
Johnston 
was the last .-ave Gen. 
Beauregard of the six full generals of the con­ 
federacy. 
Ho was born at Cherry Grove, Va., 
in 1807, and was graduated from West Point in 
1829 in the *ame class with Gen. Robert E. 
Lee. 
He was appointed second lieutenant of 
the Fourth artillery, and saw first 
active 
service in the field iii 183* in the Black 
Hawk Indian expedition. 
He was promoted in 
1836 and was an aide de camp on Gen. Winfield 
Scott's staff in the Seminole war. 
He par­ 
ticipated in all the important battles con­ 
nected with Gen. Scott's campaigns in Mexico 
from the taking of Vera Cruz to the capture 
of the City of Mexico. Ile was thrice brevetted 
for gallantry during this war, and in 1848 was 
mustered out of the service as a lieutenant, 
colonel of volunteers, only to be reinstated by 
congress with his original rank of captain of 
topographical engineers. He was commissioned 
quartermaster general of the United States 
army in June, 1860, but resigned the following 
April 
to enter the confederate service, in 
which as 
a 
major-general 
of 
volunteers 
he assisted Gen. Lee in the work of organizing 
the men who were pouring into Richmond. 
Subsequently he was commissioned brigadier- 
general in the conte derate service and was 
placed in command of Harper's Ferry. He 
joined forces with Beauregard and remained in 
command of the consolidated troops until 1862. 
At the battle of Seven Pines he was wound­ 
ed and incapacitated for about six months. 
His 
next 
service 
was 
as 
commander 
of 
the 
army 
of the Tennessee, and he 
employed the winter of 1863 to reorganize his 
command, which had become demoralized by 
the defeat of Missionary Ridge. Ho was re­ 
lieved of this command in Julv, 1861, by order 
of the authorities at Richmond, Gen. Hood suc­ 
ceeding him. Early in 1865 Gen. Lee again 
assigned him to the command from which he 
had been relieved and ordered him to drive 
hack Sherman. Gen. Johnston urged Lee to 
abandon 
Richmond, join forces 
with him, 
and 
fight 
Sherman 
before 
Grant 
could 
come up. 
Lee replied that it was impossi­ 
ble for him to leave Virginia, as his force was 
small. Gen. Johnston, declining a decisive en­ 
gagement hung on Sherman's flanks, annoying 
the latter and impeding his march from A t­ 
lanta toward Richmond as much as possible. 
Lee surrendered at Appomattox and Johnston, 
obtaining the consent of president Jefferson 
Davis that the war should not he further pro­ 
longed, entered into negotiations with Sherman. 
The first agreement framed was disapproved 
by the federal government and April 26 a second 
agreement was concluded. Gen. Johnston after 
the war became 
successively 
president of 
a railroad 
company 
in 
Arkansas, of an 
express company in Virginia and an insurance 
agent in Georgia. 
He was elected to congress 
from the Richmond district in 1877, and next 
saw public life as commissioner of railroads, 
which office he held under President Cleve­ 
land's administration. He had lived in W ash­ 
ington since he lost his office under the present 
administration. In person Gen. Johnston was 
a man of slender build, of not more than me­ 
dium height, and with a kindly, pleasant face. 
He was unobtrusive in manner and invariably 
courteous to all persons with whom he was 
brought in contact.!

The lights were then 
turned out, and the three, with the girl, 
completely cleaned out the store, es­ 
caping with some 83,500 in cash and 
jewelry. 
The 
Gilkinson 
detective 
agency was given charge of the case, 
and not long after the 
girl, who is 
known by several names, was arrested 
in Harrisburg with a suspicious lot of 
jewelry on her person. 
She was 
brought to the McKeesport jail and by 
judicious pumping “peached” on her 
pals. 
Acting on her instructions Saturday 
night Chief Detective Gilkinson, of the 
Pittsburgh agency, with detective Pat

N ew Y ork, March 22.— “The Plague 
of Lies” was selected by Dr. Talm age 
for tho subject of the fifth of his dis­ 
courses on 
“The Plagues of These 
Three C ities,” which he preached today. 
B oth at th e m orning service in B rook­ 
lyn and at the evening sendee under 
the auspices o f T he Christian Herald in 
Now York th e vast buildings were not 
large enough to hold more than one- 
half the crowd who cam e to hear the 
sermon. 
H is text was Genesis iii, 4, 
“ Ye shall not surely die.” 
T hat was a point blank lie. 
Satan 
told it to E ve to induce her to put her 
semicircle of white, 
beautiful teeth 
into a forbidden apricot or plum or 
peach or apple. 
Ile practically said 
to her: “ Oh, Eve, just take a bite of 
this and you will be om nipotent and 
om niscient. 
You shall be as gods.” 
Just opposite was the result. 
It was 
the first lie that was ever told in our 
world. 
It opened the gate for all the 
falsehoods that have ever alighted on 
this planet. 
It introduced a plague 
that covers all nations, the plague of 
lies. 
Far worse than the plagues of 
Egypt, for they were on tile banks of 
the Nile, but this on the banks of the 
U ndson, on tho banks of the E ast 
river, on tho banks of th e Ohio, and 
the Mississippi, and the Thames, and 
the Rhine, and tile Tiber, and on both 
sides of all rivers. 
The 
Egyptian 
plagues lasted only a few weeks, but 
for six thousand years has raged this 
plague of lies. 
There are a hundred w ays of telling 
a lie. 
A m an’s entire life m ay be a 
falsehood, w hile w ith his lips he m ay 
not once directly falsify. 
There are 
those w ho state w hat is positively u n ­ 
true, but afterward say “ m ay bo” soft­ 
ly. 
These departures from th e truth 
are called “ w hite lies;” but there is 
really no such thing as a w hite lie. 


SOME LIVES ARE ALL FALSEHOOD. 
The w hitest lie th at was ever told 
was as black as perdition. 
N o inven­ 
tory of public crimes will bo sufficient 
that om its this gigantic abom ination. 
There are m en high in church and 
state, actually useful, self denying and 
honest in m any things, who, upon cer­ 
tain subjects and in certain spheres, 
are not a t a ll to be depended upon for 
veracity. 
Indeed, there are m any m en 
and wom en w ho have their notions of 
truthfulness so thoroughly perverted 
that they do n ot know w hen they are 
lying. 
W ith m any it is a cultivated 
sin, w ith som e it seem s a natural in­ 
firmity. 
I have know n people w ho 
seem ed to have been bora liars. 
T he 
falsehoods o f their lives extended from 
cradle to grave. Prevarications, m isrep­ 
resentations and dishonesty of speech 
appeared in their first utterances, and 
were as natural to them as any of their 
infantile diseases, and were a sort of 
moral croup or spiritual scarlatina. B ut 
m any have been placed in circum stances 
where this tendency has day by day, 
and hour by hour, been called to larger 
developm ent. 
They have gone from 
attainm ent to attainm ent and 
from 
class to class until they have becom e 
regularly graduated liars. 
T he air of the city is filled w ith false­ 
hoods. 
T hey hang pendent from the 
chandeliers of our finest residences; 
they crowd the shelves of som e of our 
merchant princes; they fill th e side­ 
walk from curbstone to brownstone 
facing. 
T hey cluster around the m e­ 
chanic’s hammer, and blossom from the 
end of the m erchant's yardstick, and 
sit in the doors of churches. 
Som e 
call them “ fiction.” 
Som e style them 
“fabrication.” 
You m ight say that 
they are subterfuge, disguise, delusion, 
romance, evasion, pretense, fable, d e­ 
ception, misrepresentation, but, as I 
am ignorant o f anything to be gained 
by the hiding of a God defying outrage 
under a lexiocographer’s blanket, I 
shall chiefly call them w hat m y father 
taught m e to call them —lies. 


CLASSIFICATION OF LIES. 
I shall divide them into agricultural, 
mercantile, 
m echanical, ecclesiastical 
and social lies. 
First, then, I w ill speak of those that 
are 
more 
particularly 
agricultural. 
There is som ething in the perpetual 
presence of natural objects to m ake a 
man pure. The trees never issue “false 
stock.” W heat fields are always honest. 
Rye and oats never m ove out in the 
night, not paying for the place they 
have occupied. 
C om shocks never 
make 
false assignm ents. 
M ountain 
brooks are alw ays “current.” 
T he 
gold on th e grain is never counterfeit. 
The sunrise never haunts in false col­ 
ure. 
T he dew sports only genuine dia­ 
monds. 
T aking farmers as a class I 
believe they are truthful and fair in 
dealing, and kind hearted. 
B u t the 
regions surrounding our cities do not 
alw ays send this sort o f m en to our 
markets. 
D ay by day there creak 
through our streets, and about the 
m arket houses, farm w agons th at have 
n ot an honest spoke in their w heels or 
a truthful rivet from tongue to tail­ 
board. 
During th e last few years there have 
been tim es w hen dom estic econom y 
has foundered on the farmer’s firkin. 
N either high taxes, nor th e high price of 
dry goods, nor th e exorbitancy o f labor 
oould excuse m uch that th e city has 
witnessed in the behavior o f th e yeo­ 
manry. 
B y the quiet firesides in W est­ 
chester and Orange counties I hope 
there m ay be seasons of deep reflection 
and hearty repentance. 
Rural districts 
are accustom ed to rail a t great cities 
as given up to fraud and every form 
of unrighteousness; but our cities do 
not absorb all the abom inations. 
Our 
citizens have learned the im portance of 
not alw ays trusting to the size and style 
cf apples in the top of the farmer’s bar­ 
rel as an indication of w hat m ay be 
found farther down. 
Many of our peo­ 
ple are accustom ed to w atch and see 
how correctly a bushel of beets is 
m easured; and there axe n ot m any 
honest m ilkcans. 
D eceptions do n o t all cluster round 
city halls. 
W hen our cities sit down 
and weep over their sins, all the sur­ 
rounding countries ought to com e in 
and w eep w ith them . 
There is often 
hostility on th e 
part o f producers 
against traders, as though th e m an 
w ho raises th e corn w as necessarily 
m ore honorable than th e grain dealer, 
w ho porns ! t in to his m am m oth bin. 
T here ou g h t t o b e n o such hostility. 
Y et pro& tpen often think it no wrong 
t o - s u M h . u a r t a n . A b* fr»rt«r m d 


they say to the bargainer, 
‘ You get 
your m oney easy.” 
D o they get i t 1 
easy? 
L et those who in tho quiet field 
and bara get their living exchange 
places w ith those who stand today 
am id the excitem ents of commercial 
life and see if they find it so very easy. 
W hile th e farmer goes to sleep w ith 
the assurance that his corn and barley 
will be growing all tho night, m om ent 
by m om ent adding to his revenue, tho 
m erchant tries to go to sleep, conscious 
that that m om ent his cargo m ay bo 
broken on the rocks, or dam aged by 
the wave that sweeps clear across the 
hurricane deck, or th at reckless specu­ 
lators m ay that very hour be plotting 
som e monetary revolution, or the burg­ 
lars be prying open his safe, or his 
debtors fleeing 
tho 
tow n, 
or 
his 
landlord raising tho rent, or the fires 
kindling on tile block tliat contains 
all his estates. Easy! 
Is it? God help 
the merchants! 
It is hard to have 
the palms of the hands blistered with 
outdoor work, but a more dreadful 
process when, through m ercantile anxie­ 
ties, the brain is consum ed I 


THE LIES OF THE TRADERS. 
In tho next placo we notice m ercan­ 
tile lies— those before tho counter and 
behind th e counter. I w ill not attem pt 
to specify the different form s of com ­ 
m ercial falsehood. 
There are mer­ 
chants w ho excuse them selves for devi­ 
ation from truthfulness because of w hat 
they call com mercial custom . 
In other 
words, tho m ultiplication and univer­ 
sality of a sin turns it into a virtue. 
There have been largo fortunes gath­ 
ered where there was n ot one drop of 
unrequited toil in th e w ine; n o to n e 
spark of bad tem per flashing from the 
bronze bracket; not one drop of needle 
wom an’s heart blood in th e crimson 
plu sh ; while there are other great es­ 
tablishm ents in which there is n ot one 
door knob, not one 
brick, 
not one 
trinket, not one thread of lace, but has 
upon it the mark of dishonor. 
W hat 
wonder if som e day a hand of toil that 
had been wrung, and worn out, and 
blistered until the skin cam e off, should 
be 
placed 
against the elegant wall 
paper, leaving its mark of blood—four 
fingers and a th u m b ; or that som e day, 
w alking the halls, there should be a 
voice accosting the occupant, saying, 
“ Six cents for m aking a sliirt;” and. 
flying the room, another voice should 
say, “T w elve cents for an army blank­ 
et ;” and the m an should try to sleep at 
night, but ever and anon be aroused, 
until getting up on one elbow he should 
shriek out, “ W ho’s there?” 
One Sabbath night, in the vestibule 
of m y church after service, a wom an 
fell in convulsions. 
T he doctor said 
she needed m edicine not so m uch as 
som ething to eat. 
As she began to re­ 
vive in her delirium she said gasping­ 
ly: 
“ E ight cents! eight cents! eight 
cents! 
I wish I could get it done; I 
am so tired! 
I wish I could get som e 
sleep, b u t I m ust get it done! 
E ight 
cents! eight cents!” 
W e found after­ 
ward th at she w as m aking garm ents 
for eight cents apiece, and th at she 
could m ake but tliree of them in a d a y ! 
Three tim es eight 
are twenty-four! 
H ear it, m en and wom en w ho have 
com fortable h om es! 
Som e of tho worst villains of the city 
are the em ployers of these women. 
T hey beat them down to the last penny 
and try to cheat them out of that. The 
wom an m ust deposit a dollar or tw o 
before she pets the garm ents to work 
on. 
W hen the work is done it is sharp­ 
ly inspected, the m ost insignificant flaws 
picked out and the wages refused, and 
som etim es the dollar deposit is not 
given back. 
T he W om en’s Protective 
union reports a case where one of these 
poor souls, finding a place where she 
could get more wages, resolved to change 
employers, and w ent to get her pay for 
work d o n a 
Tho em ployer says: “I 
hear you are going to leave m a ” 
“ Yes,” she said, “and I am com e to get 
w hat you ow e m a ” 
H e m ade n o an­ 
swer. 
She said, “ Are you n ot going to 
pay me?” 
“Y es,” he said, “ I will pay 
you,” and h e kicked her dow n th e stairs. 
There are thousands of fortunes m ade 
in com m ercial spheres th at are through­ 
out righteous. 
God w ill let his favor 
rest upon every scroll, every pictured 
wall, every tracericd w indow ; and the 
joy th a t flashes from tho lights, and 
showers from th e m arie, and dances in 
the 
children’s 
quick feet pattering 
through th e hall, w ill utter the con 
gratulation o f m en and the approval of 
God. 
LIES ABJS UNNECESSARY. 
A m erchant can, to tho last item , be 
thoroughly honest. 
There is never 
any need of falsehood. 
Y et how m any 
w ill. day by day, hour by hour, utter 


w hat th ey know to be wrong. 
You 
say that you are selling a t less than 
cost. 
If so, then it is right to say it. 
B u t did th at cost you less than w hat 
you ask for it? 
If not, then you have 
falsified. 
Y ou say th at th at article 
cost you twenty-five dollars. 
D id it? 
If so, then a ll rig h t 
H it did not, then 
you have falsified. 
Suppose you are a purchaser. 
You 
are “ beating dow n” th e goods. 
You 
say that that article for w hich five dol­ 
lars is charged is n ot worth m ore than 
four. 
Is it worth no more than four 
dollars! 
Then all rig h t 
If it bo worth 
more, and for the sake of getting it for 
less than its value you w illfully depre­ 
ciate you have falsified. 
You m ay call 
it a sharp trade. 
T he recording angel 
writes it dow n on th e ponderous tom es 
of eternity, “ Mr. So-and-so, m erchant 
in W ater street or in E ighth street or 
in State 
street, 
or 
Mrs. 
So-and-so 
keeping house on B eacon street or on 
Madison avenue or R ittenhouse square 
or Brooklyn heights or Brooklyn H ill, 
told one falsehood.” 
You m ay con­ 
sider it insignificant, because relating 
to an insignificant purchase. You would 
despise the m an w ho w ould falsify in 
regard to som e great m atter in w hich 
the city or th e whole country was con­ 
cerned ; but this is only a box of but­ 
tons, or a row of pins, or a case of 
needles. 
B e not deceived. 
T he article 
purchased m ay bo so sm all you can put 
it in your vest pocket, but the sin was 
bigger than tho Pyram ids and th e echo 
of the dishonor will reverberate through 
all the m ountains of eternity. 
You throw on your counter som e 
specim ens of handkerchiefs. 
Your cus­ 
tom er asks: “ Is this all silk? 
N o cot­ 
ton in it?” 
You answer, “It is all 
silk.” 
W as it all silk? 
If so, all right. 
B u t was it partly cotton ? 
T hen you 
have falsified. 
Moreover, you lost by 
the falsehood. 
The custom er, though 
ho m ay live a t Lynn or D oylestow n or 
Poughkeepsie, will find out th at you 
have defrauded liiin, and next spring 
w hen he again comes shopping he will 
look a t your sign and say: “I will not 
try there. 
T hat is the place where I 
go t that handkerchief.” 
So th at by 
th a t one dishonest bargain you p ie ifd 
your ow n pocket and insulted th e AL 


W ould you dare to m ake an estim ate 
of how m any falsehoods in trade were 
yesterday told by hardware m en and 
clothiers and fruit dealers and dry 
goods establishm ents and importers and 
jewelers and lum berm en and coal mer­ 
chants and stationers and tobacconists? 
Lies about saddles, 
about buckles, 
about ribbons, about carpets, about 
gloves, about coats, about shoes, about 
hats, about watches, about carriages, 
about books—about everything. 
In 
tho nam e of the Lord Alm ighty I ar­ 
raign commercial falsehoods as one of 
the greatest plagues in city and town. 


THE LIES OF THI? ARTISANS. 
In tho next place I notice m echanical 
lies. 
There is no class of m en w ho ad­ 
m inister more to the welfare of the city 
than artisans. 
To their hand we m ust 
look for th e building that shelters us, 
for the garm ents that clothe us, for the 
car that carries us. 
T hey wield a wide­ 
spread influence. 
There is much de­ 
rision of w hat is 
called “Muscular 
Christianity,” but in tho latter day of 
the world’s prosperity I think C’at the 
Christian will be muscular. 
'N®; have 
a right to expect of those stalwart men 
of toil the highest possible integrity. 
Many of them answer all our expecta­ 
tions, and stand at the front of relig­ 
ious and philanthropic enterprises. B ut 
this class, like tho others that I have 
named, has in it those who lack in the 
elem ent of veracity. 
They cannot all 
be trusted. In tim es w hen the demand 
for labor is great it is im possible to 
m eet tho dem ands of tho public or do 
work w ith that prom ptness and perfec­ 
tion that would at other tim es bo possi­ 
ble. 
B u t there are m echanics whose word 
cannot be trusted at any time. 
N o 
man has a right to promise more work 
than ho can do. 
There are m echanics 
who say that they will com e on Mon­ 
day, but they do not com e until W ed­ 
nesday. 
You put work in their hands 
that they tell you shall be com pleted 
in ten days, but it is thirty. 
There 
have been houses built of w hich it 
m ight be said that every nail driven, 
every foot of plastering put on, every 
yard of pipe laid, every shingle ham ­ 
mered, every brick mortared, could tell 
of 
falsehood 
connected 
therewith. 
There are m en attem pting to do ten or 
fifteen pieces of work w ho have not the 
tim e or strength to do more than five 
or six pieces, but by promises never 
fulfilled 
keep 
all tho undertakings 
within their ow n grasp. 
This is w hat 
they call “nursing” the job. 
H ow m uch wrong to his soul and in ­ 
sult to God a m echanic would save if 
he promised only so m uch as he expect­ 
ed to be able to do. 
Society has no 
right to ask of you impossibilities. You 
cannot alw ays calculate correctly, and 
you m ay fail because you cannot get 
the help that you anticipate. 
B u t now 
I am speaking of the w illful m aking of 
promises th at you know you cannot 
keep. 
D id you say that th at shoe 
should bo m ended, that coat repaired, 
those bricks laid, that harness sewed, 
that door grained, that spout fixed, or 
that window 
glazed, 
by 
Saturday, 
knowing th at you w ould neither be 
iblo to do it yourself nor get any one 
jlse to do it? 
Then, before God and 
man, you are a liar. You may say that 
it m akes no particular difference, and 
that if you had told the truth you 
would have lost tho job, and that 
people expect to be disappointed. 
B ut 
that excuse will not answer. 
There is 
a voice of thunder robing am ong the 
drills and planes and shoo lasts and 
shears, which says, 
“AU liars shall 
nave their part in the lake tliat Durn- 
eth w ith fire and brim stone.” 


MISSTATEMENTS ABOUT CHURCHES. 
I next notice ecclesiastical lies—that 
is, falsehoods told for the purpose of 
advancing churches and sects, or for 
the purpose of depleting them. 
There 
is no use in asking m any a Calvinist 
what an Arminian believes, for ho will 
bo apt to tell you that tho Arminian 
believes that a m an can convert him ­ 
self ; or to ask tho Arminian w liat the 
Calvinist believes, for lie will tell yon 
that the Calvinist believes th at God 
modo som e m en just to dam n them . 
There is no need of asking a pscdo- 
Baptist w hat a Baptist believes, for ho 
will bo apt to say that tho B aptist be­ 
lieves immersion to bo positively neces­ 
sary to salvation. 
It is alm ost impos­ 
sible for ono denom ination of Chris­ 
tians, w ithout prejudice or misrepre­ 
sentation, to state the sentim ent of an 
opposing sect. 
If a m an hates Presby­ 
terians, and you ask him w hat Presby­ 
terians believe, he will tell you that 
they believe that there are infants in 
hell a span long! 
It is strange, also, how individual 
churches will som etim es m ake mis­ 
statem ents 
about 
other 
individual 
churches. 
It is especially so in regard 
to falsehoods told w ith reference to 
prosperous enterprises. 
As long as a 
church is feeble, and the singing is dis­ 
cordant, and the minister, through the 
poverty o f the church, m ust go w ith a 
threadbare coat, and here and there a 
worshiper sit in the end of a pew, hav­ 
ing all th© seat to him self, religious 
sympathizers of other churches will 


others for ten dofiars a dcfzen. 
reop ie 
who will be about nothing else w ill lie 
about a picture. 
On a sm all incom e 
we m ust m ake tho world believe that 
we are affluent, and our life becom es a 
cheat, a counterfeit and a sham. 
Few persons 
are 
really natural. 
W hen I say this I do not m ean to slur 
cultured manners. 
It is right that we 
should have more adm iration for the 
sculptured marble than 
for the un­ 
known block o f the quarry. From m any 
circles in Ufo insincerity has driven out 
vivacity and 
enthusiasm . 
A frozen 
dignity instead floats about the room, 
and iceberg 
grinds against iceberg. 
You m ust n ot laugh outright; it js vu l­ 
gar. 
You m ust smile. 
You m ust not 
dash rapidly across th e room, you m ust 
glide. 
There is a round of bow s and 
grins and flatteries and o h s! and aha! 
and simpering and naxnbypambyism— 
a world of w hich is not worth one 
good, round, honest peal of laughter. 
From such a hollow round the tor­ 
tured guest retires at the close of the 
evening, and assures his host th at he 
has enjoyed him self! 
W liat a round of insincerities m any 
people ran in order to win th e favor of 
the w orld! 
Their life is a sham and 
their death an unspeakable sadness. 
Alas for the poor butterflies w hen the 
frost strikes them I 


LIFE A MASQUERADE TO SOME. 
Compare tho life and death of such a 
one with that of som e Christian aunt 
who was once a blessing to your house­ 
hold. 
I do not know that she was ever 
offered the hand in marriage. 
She 
lived single, 
that untram m eled she 
m ight bo everybody’s blessing. 
W hen­ 
ever tho sick were to be visited, or the 
poor to be provided w ith bread, she 
went w ith a blessing. 
She could pray 
or sing “ Rock of Ages” for any sick 
pauper w ho asked her. 
A s she got 
older there were days when she w as a 
little sharp, but for the m ost part 
auntie was a sunbeam —just the one 
for Christinas eve. 
She knew better 
than any one else how to fix things. 
Her every prayer, as G od heard it, was 
full of everybody w ho had trouble. 
The brightest things in all the house 
dropped from her fingers. 
She had pe­ 
culiar notions, but the grandest notion 
she ever had was to m ake you happy. 
She dressed w ell—auntie alw ays dressed 
well—but her U gliest adornm ent was 
that of a m eek and quiet spirit, which 
in the sight of God is <c£ great price. 
When she died you all gathered iov 
ingly about her, and aa you carried her 
out to rest the Sunday school class al­ 
m ost covered the coffin with japonicas, 
and the poor people stood at the end 
of the alley w ith their aprons to their 
eyes, sobbing bitterly; aud tho m an of 
tho world said, w ith Solom on, “H er 
prico was above rubies,” and Jesus, as 
unto the m aiden in Judea com m anded, 
“ I say unto thee, arise!” 
B ut to many, through insincerity, 
this Ufo is a masquerade ball. 
As at 
such entertainm ents gentlem en and la­ 
dies appear in the dress of kings or 
queens, m ountain bandits or clowns, 
and at tho close of the dance throw off 
their disguises, so in this dissipated life 
all unclean persons m ove in mask. 
Across the floor they trip merrily. 
The 
lights sparkle along the w all or drop 
from the ceiling—a cohort of fire! T he 
music charms. 
The diam onds glitter. 
Tho 
feet 
bound. 
Gemmed 
hands 
stretched out clasped gem m ed hands. 
Dancing feet respond to dancing feet. 
Gleam ing brow bendsto gleam ing brow. 
On with tho dance! 
Flash and rustle 
and laughter and im m easurable merry 
m aking! 
B u t th e languor o f death 
comes over tho lim bs and blurs the 
sight.

A few moments later Mr. Stoddard 
passed by the m an-hole, and net hearing 
any noise locked in. 
There lay Smith 
Hat face down on the bottom . 
Stoddard
